Why the Italian Minister Resigned Uls 
Position at Washington — Comments ol 
The New Orleans Times anil Other 
Papers on the Present State of ATalrs. 

Washington, April 2.— The follow- 
ing correspondence between l.'aXn 
Fava and Secretary Blaine, relating to 
the Italian troubles, is made public.

By my two notes of the l5.h arid 16th, I 
hiui t he honor to call your uxcelleney's 
serious at ration to the occurrences of 
exceptional gravity wh 'ei took p a o at 
J\cw Orleans on the Is h. whercliy four 
subjects of the King of Italy, who were 
confined in the prison of that city, were 
massacred by the crowd under the leader 
ship of two American citizens. 

After having formally protested against 
tlie unjuatitiable conduct of the local au- 
thorities, which were evidently recreant 
to all their iutl ■ on that occasion, I o 
served to the government of hU majesty 
the right to demand such satisfaction as 
it might think propnr, since the occureno 
in question constituted a patent violation 
of the st p ilations of the treaty in force 
between our two countries, which secur ■* 
to Italian suhjects re»i ling in the United 
States t lie a OS protection that is enjoyed 
by American citizens, and which has 
always b en extended to the latter in 
Italian o ritory. 

The reparation demanded by the gov- 
ernment of the king, as I have had the 
honor to inform you n our interviews 
held during the last few days, were to 
consist of the following points: 

First— The official as-turanee by the 
Federal government that tlie guilty par- 
ties slioi 1 1 be brought to justice. 

Second— The recognition in principle 
that nn indemnity is due to the relatives 
of the victims. 

Your excellency was pleased to decla-e 
to me that, as the Federal government 
did not think that it could take this view 
Of the case, it declined to take the two 
aforesaid demands into consideration. 

Under these circumstances, the govern- 
ment of bis majesty, considering that the 
legitimate action of the king's minister at 
Wnshington becomes inefficacious, has or 
dered me to take my leave. 

In obedience to the instructions whh h I 
have received, I have the honor to an- 
nounce to your **c :llency that I am going 
to leave Washington as speedily as possi- 
ble, leaving the Marquis Imperial), his 
majesty's secretary of legation, in ch arge 
of the current business vf the royal lega- 
tion.

Sua — 1 have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of a note of yesterday's date, 
from Baron Fava, who has left the Italian 
legat'o'i in your charge. I beg to express 
the '1 icere regret with which the govern- 
ment oi the Uuited States receives the in 
tell g<:uee of Baron Fava's speedy depart 
Ure irom this capital. Though he has 
more than once intimated this purpose, 
the government of the United States 
has been unable, to see a ie , u ite reasons 
for such a step. The baron's service here 
for the past ten years has been distin- 
guish! d at all times by the most atireeable 
relations with the executive department 
of this government. The regret at his 
leaving is enhanced when, as the president 
believes, be has been recalled uttder a mis- 
apprehension of facts by the government 
of Italy. 

The cause of bis sundering his diplc 
mat .c relations with this government is 
thus ghen in his note: 

Ti e reparation d manded by tie gov- 
ernment of the king, as I have hud the 
honor to inform you in the interviews 
held during the last few days, wj.o lo 
Consist of the following points: 

First— The official assurauce by the Fed- 
eral government that the guilty parties 
sl.o ild bo brought to jus ice.

The first dema d thus stated by Baron 
Fava is tdightly changed in phrtse from 
that employ d by him in bis many verbal 
requests basod on a telegiam from ti c 
Marquis Kudini, wh.Ci ho left with me. 
The Marqnis Budini declared that "Italy's 
right to detnun I and obtain punishment 
of the murderers and an indemnity for 
the victims is unquestionable." 

It is inferred that. HaiOa Fava's chang ■ 
of phrase meant no change of demand. 

I have endeavored to impress upon him 
in the several personal interviews witli 
which he has honored me, that the gov- 
ernment of the United States is utterly 
unable to give the assurance which the 
Marquis Kudini has demanded. Even if 
the National government had the entire 
jurisdiction over the alleged murderers it 
could not give assurance to any foreign 
power that they Bliould be punisaed. The 
president is unable to see how any govern- 
ment could justly give an ass. trance of 
this character in advance of a trial and a 
verdict of "guilty." 

In the constitution of the United States 
it is declared "that in all criminal prose- 
cutions the accused shall enjoy the right 
to a speedy and public trial by an impar- 
tial jury of the state and district wherein 
the crime shall have been committed.'
